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SENATE COMMITTEE BACKS 
HARGIS MURDER SUSPICIONS 


On October 9, 1961, a story with a Washington dateline was released and the nation’s press carried 
the following headlines, in effect: ‘Investigators Cast Doubt On Suicide Verdict Of Danish U.N. Diplomat.” 


The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee reported that the Hungarian Revolt 
Prober, Povl Bang-Jensen, probably was slain by Communist executioners. 


This came as no surprise to Christian Crusade listeners who heard my broadcast, December 27, 
1959, in which I outlined the circumstances surrounding the death of Povl Bang-Jensen, upon which I 
placed the stamp of murder. Obviously this was performed by the Soviet extermination bureau work- 
ing freely in this country. 


There is little doubt that this is a murder story — a story that even brave men fear to solve. All 
were quick to call it a suicide and let it go without further investigation. They knew it for what it was 
and it drove fear into the hearts of shivering statesmen, cautious kings and weak presidents. Formerly 
powerful and fearless newspapers flinched from the account and even sided with Bang-Jensen’s ene- 
mies to help tear him apart. Killing, American tax dollars are being fed to this monster by the billions. 
Even the United Nations march in step to the demands and will of this world-wide murder ring, which 
fears only two things . . . the vote of the people and the American dollar. And every day this becomes 
less of an obstacle. 


Povl Bang-Jensen had neither the support of the voters nor their money and was an easy mark. 
When he was found, he had a bullet hole in his right temple. Why? Because he had proof of murders 
and enslavement which the Communists call liberation. So strong was his testimony, that thousands of 
Communist supporters and sympathizers severed their association with the party . . . so Pov! Bang-Jensen 
had to be destroyed. 


On December 27, 1959, just four weeks after his death, I outlined the case to the nation in 
one of my weekly radio broadcasts, in which I pointed out the following: 


After the announcement in the newspapers that Bang-Jensen was missing for two days, 
Gunner Leistikow, correspondent for the Copenhagen, Denmark newspaper, said in a news dispatch 





to Denmark that friends feared Povl Bang-Jensen 
had been kidnapped by Communist agents and was 
perhaps even liquidated. 

This reporter also mentioned that a few days 
before Bang-Jensen’s disappearance, he was con- 
fronted by a Hungarian Communist, and since 
that meeting, Bang-Jensen became extremely 
nervous. No one ever learned the details of this 
meeting but the outcome is no doubt obvious. 


INVESTIGATES HUNGARIAN REVOLT 


As I pointed out to my listeners two years ago... 
Pov! Bang-jensen was the Deputy-Secretary of the 
United Nations committee which investigated the 1956 
Communist massacre of Hungarian men, women and 
children. These brave patriots fought to free their 
country from Soviet enslavement. Bang-Jensen was 
in charge of the United Nations investigating teams 
which collected the documentary information that 
formed the basis of the United Nations report con- 
demning Soviet aggression in Hungary. The Hungarians 
whom the committee questioned had taken an active 
part in the people’s bid for freedom. All of those who 
testified either lived in Hungary or had friends or 
neighbors living there, and they did not want their 
names to be released because of the suffering it would 
bring upon those unfortunate friends and relatives still 
enslaved in Hungary. 

Bang-Jensen acquired verbal approval from 
Dragoslav Protitch, Under-Secretary of Political 
and Security Affairs in the United Nations, to 
retain sole possession of the list of 81 witnesses. 
With this, Bang-Jensen vowed not to release 
their names. This official approval was fol- 
lowed by a memorandum to the same effect 
from Andrew Cordier, who was at that time Dag 
Hammarskjold’s Executive Assistant. The Hun- 
garian Freedom Fighters testified on the basis 
of this assurance that their names would remain 
secret. Two of them refused to testify until as- 
sured that Dag Hammarskjold himself would 
not know their names. This vow was to cost 
Bang-Jensen his job at the United Nations and 
later, his life. 

During the course of this investigation and the 
preparation of the report, Bang-Jensen fought against 
attempts to weaken it by forces within the committee 
itself. The explosive, documented report which resulted 
from this investigation of the Hungarian massacre was 
quite unusual for the United Nations, which seldom 
does anything harmful to the Communist conspiracy. 
Bang-Jensen reported the facts as they were given to 
him, knowing full well he would become a prime target 
of the Communists within this country, by smear ex- 
perts and even their trained killers. 


REPORT SICKENS FELLOW TRAVELERS 


The report exposed the true cruel nature of a life 
of slavery under Communism to many a gullible person 
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who had succumbed to the lies of Soviet world propa- 
ganda. Even though no action was taken on the facts 
revealed, the mere publication of it was damaging to 
Communism over the world, wherever the press was 
still free enough or bold enough to publish it. Thou- 
sands of Communists quit the party because of the reve- 
lations in this report. 


The Communist “Murder Machine” was steamed up 
and their target was picked. Their only hope was to get 
the names of the Hungarian witnesses and make certain 
that they denied any statements they had made to the 
committee or see that they were unattainable for further 
questioning. 


Shortly after the United Nations Report on 
Hungary was published, Dr. Protitch, the Yugo- 
slav Communist who was Under-secretary for 
Political and Security Affairs in the United Na- 
tions, demanded to see the list of names. Bang- 
Jensen refused. Later, Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold demanded the list on several oc- 
casions, and each time the answer was the same. 
Bang-Jensen finally became fed up with the 
pressure, and burned the list on the roof of the 
United Nations Secretariat Building, in the pres- 
ence of several U.N. officials. This action elimi- 
nated the target set for the Soviet “Murder Ma- 
chine.” Now they had to select a new target, and 
Povl Bang-Jensen knew who it would be, and 
immediately the well oiled machine went to 
work. Eliminating statesmen takes a little more 
time than eliminating slaves behind the iron 
curtain. 


SMEAR GUNS BLAST BANG-JENSEN 


Povl Bang-Jensen was a symbol of anti-Commu- 
nism in the United Nations, where anti-Communism 
is frowned upon. His blows became damaging. The 
Communists and their pals, the pro-Communists and 
left wing liberals, opened up with their smear guns. 
It was effective. On July 3, 1958, Dag Hammarskjold 
fired Bang-Jensen, in spite of his ten years service in 
the United Nations. One voice which rose in protest was 
that of Robert Morris, former Chief Counsel of the 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee. He blasted 
this injustice to Bang-Jensen as “being without the 
semblance of due process” and as “an outrage against ” 
everything for which we here in the United States 
stand.” But it was done, and the Communists and their 
followers by other names, rejoiced. 


HUNGARIANS STUNNED 


Following his discharge, he received a letter from 
The Hungarian Refugees of Columbus, Indiana. Por- 
tions of the letter are quoted here: 


“We have been reading with astonishment, 
and at the same time with profound sympathy

IDIOT’S DELIGHT: WESTERN STATESMANSHIP 


The rather complex official title, in military jargon, 


denotes: ‘“Commander-in-Chief of Allied Ground 
Forces, Central European Sector.” It also means that 
Hans Speidel Ph.D., one of Hitler’s ablest Generals, 
now is responsible for the defense of the vulnerable 
Mid-European NATO Front: Denmark-Switzerland, 
appr. 1500 miles, roughly the distance from New 
York City, N.Y., to Charleston, S.C. His command in- 
cludes the American Seventh Army, the biggest single 
contingent of NATO, at this time, until the German 
Army catches up with us when they reach their planned 
goal of twelve (12) divisions, possibly in 1962. 
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It is also an index of the rapidity and fluidity 
of international maneuvers when the enemy of 
yesterday becomes the indispensable ally of to- 
morrow. It is an index of Western diplomatic 
idiocy (the hall-mark of the Rooseveltian era) 
that “built-up” a lethal menace: Communist 
Russia, and within five years of the end of hos- 
tilities was compelled to “build-up” a former 
enemy to contain the Communist menace. The 
idiocy persists in many channels. The Western 
“intelligentsia” keeps on whipping the dead 
horse of Hitlerism and they show warmed-over 
films of the defunct “Third Reich.” They sub- 
side Gomulka of Poland and Tito of Yugoslavia. 
And right now, they feel their way cautiously 
toward appeasement in Berlin and surrender of 
German territories behind the Oder-Neisse Line. 
They surreptitiously plan to transfer East Prus- 
sia-Pomerania to Red Poland, the principal 
military base for Russian troops and naively ex- 
pect West Germany to acquiesce and furnish 
twelve Divisions and fight enthusiastically for 
their despoilers? 


GERMAN GENERAL COMMANDS 
AMERICAN FORCES 


The designation of a German general, Hans Speidel, 
to command the Central European Sector, represents 
a crystallization of European defense and is a symbol 
of practical cooperation between France and Germany. 
This indicates a return to international sanity after a 
nightmarish phase of unconditional hatred and the 
hatchet work of the Morgenthau carpet-baggers. The 
slow painful trend toward West European solidarity 
needed the kind of dramatic gesture which was inherent 
in the appointment of a “Wehrmacht” general. 


The index of importance of this appointment, how- 
ever, was;shown in the immediate and violent reaction 
of international Communism. While the Kremlin re- 
mained officially silent, the Comintern broke into noisy 
agitation from Prague to Paris. The line adopted by 
the Red press was perfectly timed, an example of the 
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precise and intimate relationship between Communist 
parties that know no frontiers. It is an impressive 
sample of Red General Staff coordination at its finest, 
something that the “Voice of America” or the vacillat- 
ing “Radio Free Europe” is utterly unable to match. 


Inferentially, it afforded a revealing glimpse into 
the Russian mind and their fear of the renascence of 
the German military machine. 


The line passed on to the European fellow travelers, 
was to attack Speidel as a “Hitlerian butcher,” to pre- 
tend or invent that he was directly and personally re- 
sponsible for certain reprisal killings in German-occu- 
pied territories in the East (which was not true). 


THE FRENCH LIKED SPEIDEL 


The sniping of Aux Ecoutes brought forth <a series 
of brilliant rejoinders and an astounding array of 
friends. General Bethouart, formerly High Commis- 
sioner for Austria, was quoted in “Figaro.” 


“,.. A triumph of men of good will in both 
countries. We welcome Speidel without reser- 
vation. We welcome him as a Frenchman whose 
arrival is synonymous with the historical end of 
all German-French wars.” 


Speidel’s popularity with the French is not acci- 
dental. It dates back to 1933. With the advent of 
Hitler still shrouded in political mystery, the Paris 
“salons” took particular notice of a Captain Speidel, 
then Military Attache of the Germany Embassy. In- 
stead of a coldly cynical type, somehow associated with 
General von Seeckt and a vaguely suspect “Prussian 
militarism,” Paris society encountered an affable, dis- 
arming, scholarly officer with a fluent command of 
French and an enormous range of culture and historical 
erudition. 


In later years it was inescapable that Dr. Speidel, 
Ph.D., should join the post-war faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Tubingen. His book, “Invasion 1944,” was a 
best-seller and appeared in many foreign editions. He 
became a notable contributor to the monumental 
“Deutsche Biographie.” 


He edited the private papers of General Beck, under 
the title “Studien.” Beck was Hitler’s first Chief of 
Staff, but soon recognized the evil genius of this man 
and resigned in 1938 in opposition to his demoniac 
policies. Beck then began the slow preparation for the 
conspiracy that failed tragically on July 20, 1944. 
Speidel, who admired General Beck, became himself 
involved in that abortive plot to overthrow Hitler. The 
philosophy of the conspirators, the leaders of the anti- 
Hitler movement, is epitomized in Beck’s famous warn- 
ing to his friend, General von Brauchitsch, who had 
become Commander-in-Chief of the Wehrmacht: 
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“, .. Your decisions will affect the existence 
of the nation. Military subordination has its 
limit, when conscience and professional judg- 
ment demand a refusal to execute orders. If 
you act in unison, warlike operations will come 
to a standstill. By so doing, you will save the 
Fatherland from utter ruin .. .” 


The date of this remarkable epistle was July 16, 
1938. 


The Morgenthau minions and the “Fragenbogen” 
boys apparently were unaware of the existence of an 
anti-Hitler Germany and Germans, who fought the 
Fuhrer in the silent battle of the underground. 


CAREER OF A PROFESSIONAL 


The career of General Speidel is typical of both 
the regular army officer and the nonconformist in the 
realm of literary and academic qualifications. Born in 
1897, his paternal milieu was both governmental and 
academic. His father was a chief forester and also 
taught at the University of Tubingen. The son was to 
return to the same university, at a later date. General 
Speidel’s undergraduate studies coincided with World 
War I. On his graduation from the Eberhard Gym- 
nasium in Stuttgart at the age of 17, he immediately 
joined the colors as “Fahnen Junker’ (officer candi- 
date( in November, 1914, and fought the war with 
the 223rd Grenadiers in every catagory of infantry 
combat on the Western Front. 


He was a witness to the destruction of an Empire 
and the emasculation of a great Army in the punitive 
chicaneries of Versailles. As an officer of the new 
Reichswehr, he witnessed Communism on the march, 
in operations against Spartakists in 1920 and 1923. 
It was in this period and on his own time that Speidel 
undertook postgraduate work in History at the Univer- 
sity of Tubingen and obtained a doctorate in 1925, 
magna cum laude. 


SPEIDEL AND HITLER 


Speidel’s academic honors marked him as a Gen- 
eral Staff candidate and all his subsequent posts and 
assignment were in that selective category. As former 
military. attache in Paris, it was inevitable that he 
should be summoned for service with GHQ of the 
Occupation, until the winter of 1941. He found the 
assignment distasteful and quietly opposed the punitive 
measures that were soon to become a trade mark of 
the Gestapo and the Hitler SS. This was risky. The 
German ambassador Abetz, a fanatical Hitlerite, em- 
barked on a policy of terror and retaliation. Every at- 
tack on occupation troops by the Marquis led to te- 
prisals on an increasing scale. Speidel refused to au- 
thenticate the orders. He was summoned to GHQ to 
brief the Fuhrer on the subject of “handling the 
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French.” Generals Keitel and Jod! objected to “soft- 
ness. Hitler raged and fumed: “I want this handled 
like the Paris Commune in 1871. They simply exe- 
cuted 35,000 men.” Speidel’s answer was, “That’s in- 
correct.” Hitler: “How do you know?” Speidel: “I 
have studied history.” The startled Hitler invited the 
general to dinner and by the time dessert was served, 
the proverbial Speidel bonhomie had won the battle. 


TRANSFER TO THE RUSSIAN FRONT 


With clean hands, Speidel requested and obtained 
an assignment to the Russian front. As Chief of Staff 
of the Fifth Corps, he can take credit for the brilliant 
offensive operations of Taganrog, Krasnodar and 
Novorosijak. As a recognition of his unfailing tact, he 
was assigned to the Eighth Italian Army to resolve a 
temporary impasse normal between Allies. He then 
participated in the winter battles of 1943. There were 
flashes of military genius in delaying actions and with- 
drawal, a most severe test of military leadership, 
which Clausewitz has termed, “the retreat of the 
wounded lion.” His name is associated with split-second 
actions of Belgorod, Korssun, Tcherkassi, the battles 
of the Bug and the Dniester. At this juncture, Speidel 
was transferred from Russia to France, his old stamping 
ground, to become Rommel’s chief of staff, at a critical 
period. 


ROMMEL’S CHIEF OF STAFF 


Rommel was in command of Army Group B, in 
the Sector from Holland to the Loire, charged with 
stopping the impending Allied invasion, and faced 
Eisenhower directly. 


Rommel had already reached the conclusion 
that the war must be stopped and that Hitler 
must go. Speidel was heavily involved in his 
dangerous conspiracy. Rommel’s proposals cov- 
ered: Armistice in the West, Elimination of 
Hitler, Withdrawal of the German armies in the 
West, Cessation of air war over Germany, Con- 
tinuation of the war in the East. 


Rommel, the driving force of the conspiracy, was 
seriously wounded on July 17, three days before the 
plot was to roll. Command of troops then fell to 
Marshal von Kluge. Kluge was in touch with the 
Goerdeler Group as early as 1942 but in the hour of 
decision, July 20, 1944, Kluge failed. The Gestapo 
moved in. Kluge and Rommel committed suicide. 


HITLER ORDERS SPEIDEL’S ARREST 


Hitler personally issued orders for Speidel’s arrest 
in September. For eight months he was under Gestapo 
“investigations” in the notorious Albrecht Cellars in 
Berlin. Finally, he wound up in the military prison of 
Kustrin with the highest rank among the inmates. The 
Speidel charm was at its best in dealing with the prison 
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commander, a Major Leussing. The Russians were ad- 
vancing at a steady rate and Speidel convinced the 
Commandant to join the general-in-retreat and “beat 
it,” including the entire Guard company. Leussing en- 
joyed the episode and reminisced how he forged travel 
orders with a slightly smudged rubber stamp and 
Speidel’s signature as Chief of the General Staff. It 
must have been a pretty impressive document. 


The thoroughly bewildered Gestapo capitu- 
lated at every turn and even furnished special 
railroad cars. Against the known brutality of 
trigger-happy SS and Hitler fanatics, the au- 
dacious itinerary of this compact military body 
reads like a fairy tale. There were some inci- 
dents, at the point of a gun, but in the end 
Speidel maneuvered his flock of unemployed 
generals right into the advance guard of a 
French armored division, who were entirely 
willing to release them. 


SPEIDEL TURNS CIVILIAN 


General Speidel then took off his faded uniform, 
drifted into civil life, and made a transient return to the 
University of Tubingen. But in short order, Speidel re- 
turned to the bosom of the army. His special talents 
found an immediate and dramatic application as Ger- 
man official delegate in Paris, in the protracted and dif- 
ficult negotiations on the Ewropean Defense Communi- 
ty. He was conspicuously successful in dealing with the 
French, and ended with a direct French motion to desig- 
nate Speidel in 1957 to command LANDCENT — 
Land Forces Central Europe —the hard core of the 
NATO shield. That can be considered the turning of 
the tide. 


MORE PRESSING PROBLEMS 


Annexations, in one war or another, have 
been the curse of Europe and the seedlings of 
future wars. At the moment, however, there is 
a more pressing problem: the Communist 
“Frankenstein” put together in Potsdam, Yalta 
and Teheran, in the laboratories of Roosevelt, 
Stalin, Churchill, and Truman, the sorcerer’s 
apprentices, the XXth Century horsemen of the 
Apocalypse. 


In the nick of time, they threw together some make- 
shift defenses, the NATO “Divisions” the “shield,” and 
the NATO “Air Forces” the “sword.” The ardent cam- 
paigners for the United Nations and “One World” 
panaceas, have been very successful in hiding an in- 
herent and fatal weakness of this “Shield” from a brain- 
washed, somnolent American public. Even now, the 
restive, semi-mutinous taxpayer is being harangued that 
“foreign aid” is synonymous with “security.” The 
American taxpayer is entitled to ask what he is getting 
for his billions abroad, in terms of NATO “ready divi- 
sions.” 
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THE DECLINE OF THE WEST 


Historically, all NATO nations were geared to con- 
scription — universal military service; indeed, the 
American draft was copied from European models. 
These nations were conditioned to maintain or mobilize 
huge standing armies. Today they appear unable (or 
unwilling) to produce the irreducible minimum of 50 
to 60 divisions, required for Western defense against 
Soviet Russia. 


Allied demobilization after 1945 was a panicky 
rush job. Only Russia, the arch-enemy, maintained its 
armed strength of 225 divisions; the present figure is 
175 divisions, though unconfirmed. 


On the immediate front — the Denmark-Switzer- 
land Line —the vaunted NATO “shield” represents 
only 21 divisions, Italy will probably have its hands 
full along its own frontiers. 


The shrinking “shield” is facing 22 Russian divi- 
sions in East Germany, plus 20 to 30 divisions in 
Poland, while the Czechs muster between 9 and 12 
motorized divisions —a ready mass of 56 divisions — 
while behind them an additional 50 Russian divisions 
are deployed in western Russia, in normal garrisons. 
The relative speed with which Russian reserves can 
move was disastrously demonstrated in the invasion of 
Hungary. 


This precarious situation makes the entry of Ger- 
man divisions, (from 3 to 12 units) tactically so im- 
portant. It marks the turning of the tide. The recent 
British move (at the time) to reduce her armed forces 


on the slim theory of nuclear defense, will throw the 
ultimate emphasis on German contributions — Ger- 
man troops led by commanders of the type and experi- 
ence of General Speidel.

Compared with the output in the 1928 column, the percentage 
performance for 1959 (last column) is totally inadequate. 


1) Benelux was overrun twice in World Wars I and II. 

2) The U. S. has always had a modest peace establishment; the 
comparative percentage is thus not entirely valid. Our “stake” in West 
Europe is arguable. Europe should be defended by Europeans. 

3) Britain plans to withdraw partially (and may still do so). The 
debacle of Suez showed that she is not prepared for overseas expedi- 
tions. 

4) France, expected to furnish 12 divisions for NATO, has with- 
drawn the bulk of her troops for employment in Algiers. European 
mobilization of reserves is normally fast, but will be delayed by nu- 
clear attacks and damage to communications. 

5) Germany will arm to 12 divisions by 1961. She thus be- 
comes one of the mainstays of the NATO ensemble in Mid-Europe. 
In recognition, German General H. Speidel has been designated com- 
mander in chief, Land-Cent (and actually commands American 
forces). Germany is extremely vulnerable to missile fire from East 
German and Czech bases. 

6) The Italians can hardly intervene along the Rhine, along the 
crucial NATO front (Denmark-Berlin-Switzerland). They will have 
their hands full facing unreliable Communist Yugoslavia. 

7) Spain is not yet a full member of NATO. Her troops are 
available and vital naval and air bases are located in her territories.

the accounts of the dishonorable and unfair ac- 
tion which has been set in motion against you by 
a certain faction of the U.N.

It is beyond our understanding 
that the U.N. is setting in judgment on you, 
when you should be receiving a citation of hon- 
Pees” 


These people knew that Pov! Bang-Jensen was a 
friend and a fighter of Communism. They also knew 
that he had saved many brave Hungarians from un- 
believable torture and death. 


FEARLESS EDITORS CRY OUT 


Among the few newspapers left in our nation 
(or perhaps we should say “this” nation) that will dare 
to print the truth about the United Nations, is the 
Arizona Republic, of Phoenix, Arizona. In an editorial 
on November 29, 1959, (two days after Bang-Jensen’s 
death) this newspaper said:

Another AMERICAN was Ralph 
Bunche, a senior U.N. official who also took a 
most active part in the campaign to eliminate 
the effectiveness of Bang-Jensen. Even the head 
of the AMERICAN United Nations Delegation, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, helped Bang-Jensen’s ene- 
mies by dismissing the case as an ‘internal U.N. 
matter.’ Afterwards, he backed fully the U.N. 
stand against Bang-Jensen and even went so far 
as to write letters to United States Senators and 
other public figures, justifying the way the 
United Nations Secretariat had treated Bang- 
Jensen. 


“The finishing stroke was delivered by Dag 
Hammarskjold himself, who fired Bang-Jensen 
after publishing a memorandum full of most 
glaring inaccuracies.

In my broadcast two years ago, I asked if any con- 
sideration had been given to the timing of his death. 
It was timed perfectly with the reopening of the debate 
in the United Nations on the Hungarian slaughter by 
the Communists. Robert Morris, who was close to 
Bang-Jensen and the investigation on the Hungarian 
matter in our Senate, said that Mr. Bang-Jensen had 
some secrets which the Communist leaders did not 
want revealed. The death of Bang-Jensen was timed 
perfectly by the Communist Murder Machine. 


CRUSADERS PUSH INQUIRY 


On my December 27, 1959 radio broadcast, I ended 
with an appeal to the few people of the United States 
who have bothered to concern themselves with this 
problem of Communistic infiltration. I asked them to 
write their Senators and Representatives in Washing- 
ton, D.C. and demand that the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee or the House Un-American Activities 
Committee open a thorough investigation of the Povl 
Bang-Jensen murder. This small group of loyal Ameri- 
cans acted on this suggeston and on Ostober 10, 
1961 the World Wire Report released from Washing- 
ton the following communique: 


“The Senate Internal Security Subcommit- 
tee Monday questioned the suicide verdict in the 
1959 death of U.N. diplomat, Pov] Bang-Jensen. 
It said he may have been the victim of political 
murder by the Soviet terror apparatus. In a re- 
port on an investigation led by Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, D.-Conn., the subcommittee said: ‘““There 
are many solid arguments against suicide, too 
many unanswered questions, too many serious 
reasons for suspecting Soviet motivation and 
the possibility of Soviet implication.” The sub- 
committee also charged that the United Nations 
security measures were dangerously lax. The 
report went on to say that Bang-Jensen refused 
to turn over the names of the Hungarian Free- 
dom Fighters who testified to the committee, for 
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fear they would fall into the hands of Communist 
officials in the United Nations.” 


The Commie filth department fed lies and slander 
to the American press and they gobbled it up and fed 
it to the nation, the nation that is freedom’s last hope, 
and for whom Bang-Jensen took on the aggressor alone. 
His humiliation was fanned by those who he was trying 
to save and alert. 


All were not duped however. Some thought and 
they were afraid. Some thought and were not afraid, 
but most refused to think at all. The entire affair was 
so clumsily handled that any 12 year old Dick Tracy 
Jr. G Man could have made a murder case out of it that 
would stick. 


Pointing a finger at the Communist Murder Ma- 
chine is one thing, but touching it as Povl Bang-Jensen 
did, could bring certain death; and when it is backed up 
by the United Nations you could say it is sanctioned by 
international law.

Two young authors dug for the truth and came up 
with a widely reviewed and controversial book en- 
titled “Betrayal At The U.N.” by DeWitt Copp and 
Marshall Peck. One of the authors takes a character 
part in the book and identifies himself as Peter Mar- 
shall, who actually does the investigating. 


Povl Bang-Jensen was a dedicated man who 
took the communists on, in a one man fight to 
try to save what was still left of the free world. 
He was very close to his family which included 
his wife Helen and five children, and most of 
his free activity revolved around them. 


Due to his being fired from the U.N. and the 
slander he underwent he found himself not only 
without a job, he discovered that nobody would 
even talk to him or consider him for a job. The 
Communists in the U.N. and the nation’s press 
had rendered him completely impotent by call- 
ing him everything from an alcoholic to a homo- 
sexual. 


He and his family became destitute and various 
Hungarian relief organizations contributed what they 
could. Month after month AMERICAN doors slam- 
med in his face. 


His pastor, Rev. Stuart Hoskins, reported he would 
see Povl in church, often alone and weeping.

But even in this non-related post, he was not 
totally out of the way, and with the U.N. reopening the 
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Hungarian slaughter debates, the Soviet Union could 
not risk his possible testimony. 


Tuesday morning, Helen Bang-Jensen reported her 
husband missing. Thanksgiving morning, two days 
later, Pov] Bang-Jensen was found face down in a pile 
of wet leaves, by two men walking through a wooded 
park, but this is not the end of Pov! Bang-Jensen. 





WHAT IS THE “ULTRA RIGHT”? 


There is a brazen attempt under way by the Com- 
munist conspirators to confuse the American people 
in regard to who our enemies actually are. 


Much has been heard in recent months about the 
“ultra right,” a left wing term for anti-Communists. 
This so-called extreme right is pictured in much of 
America’s public opinion forming media as something 
sinister, and something which is equally as bad as the 
Communist conspiracy. It is often pictured as being 
worse than the Communists. 


What is meant by the extreme left and the extreme 
right? The farthest extreme of the “left,” as the term 
is used today, is generally considered to be Communism. 
Basically and broadly, Communism is total dictatorship 
where the people have no rights except those granted 
by an all-powerful government. If this is the extreme 
“left,” then what is the extreme “right”? Some pene- 
trating and damaging confusion has been planted in 
American minds over these definitions. Our people 
generally look upon Fascism or Nazism as the extreme 
“right.” What is Nazism or Fascism? They are also 
total dictatorships where the people have no rights ex- 
cept those granted by an all-powerful government. This 
is very much the same thing as the extreme “left.” 
Communism, Fascism, and Nazism all involve govern- 
ment dictatorship. So when we travel from the extreme 
left, Communism, to an extreme right of Fascism, we 
haven’t traveled very far. 


If the extreme left is Communism, Fascism is also 
the extreme left since they both stand for total govern- 
ment dictatorship and both stem from Karl Marx’s 
socialism. Now that we have placed Fascism and 
Nazism in their proper places on the extreme left with 
Communism, what is the extreme “right”? The ex- 
treme “right” is the opposite of these socialistic dictator- 
ships. Extreme right is freedom. An extreme right- 
wing type of government is what was created for us by 
our founding fathers, not the New Frontier monstrosity 
of today which is strangling freedom to an ever increas- 
ing degree.
